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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner has been persuaded by applicants 
arguments. Therefore, the rejections remain. For example, applicant argues that the Examiner misread claim 8. However, claim 8 clearly 
claims that the handle moves to the second when the slider strikes the stop. This specific function is not supported. Regarding claims 14 
and 20, Applicants alledge that although thed handle moves in an arcuate path, this path is still "in a direction parallel" to the axis. The 
Examiner also disagrees. Applicant's argument with respect to the Hull rejection of claim 1 is more specific than claimed; i.e. the claim 
does not require the handle to be attached to opposite sides of the slider. Applicant also argues the other art rejections, however, the 
Examiner also disagrees with these arguments. For further clarification, refer to the previous office actions. 
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
